The instant application is directed towards a non-obvious improvement in the turbine 
bucket cooling art. Specifically, the invention calls for an internal core profile in accordance 
with Cartesian coordinate value that are set forth in Table 1 . While it is not unknown in the art 
to use Cartesian values to set the internal core profile, for example US Patent 6,722,851 to 
Brittingham et al. and US Patent 5,980,209 to Barry et al., none of the prior art disclose similar 
values in their tables and disclosed in the instant application.
